The one point about which we have the most tradition and 
legend, the identity of the father of our imnigrant-forefatner, 
is the point in our history which is the most difficult to verify. 
The following reference may be found on nage 201, in the "ORDER 
OF WASHINGTON: LINEAGE Book": -- " Lady Williamina Wemyss (1704- 
1734), of Fifeshire, Scotland, and “Loch Eden", Anne Arundel 
County, Md.,- daugnter of Colonel tne Hon. William Wemyss, (killed 
at the Battle.of Preston, serving under the Cnevelier St. George 
(Prince James Stuart) in the Jacobite uprising in 1715) and Lady 
Elizabeth Loch;.and descended from the Earls of: Wemyss Castile, 
Fifeshire". This might be correct, but to date I have nothing 
cefinite which-states tnat William Weems was tne: father of James 
Weems (1708-1721). In case I should hanpen to find-myself in 
Scotland some day in the future, I plan to search the records

Hon. Thomes Hatton, Secretary oy the Province, arrived in iary- 
lend with hie family in the year 1€4¢. He is crodited by early stuf 
dents of Colonial History 1s having brousht from England the drart 
of “The act Concerning Religion", which was passed -by the Assembiy 
of 1645, the first to ne in session after the arrivsel of this impor- 
tant official. Thrt he was a min of more than ordianry infiuence is 
evident from the fact that he was appointedt to tvo-or tienighest 
orfices in the gift of the Proprietary- those of Cecretary of the Prov- 
ince and member of his Lordships Council. ane 

Later in the same year Governor Stone, upon his’ departure from 
tine Province, ar20inted Hon. Thonas Hatton to serve as Governor if 
Thomas Green should refuse to acc, and the following year he was again 
named as Deputy Governos. 

During the Revolutionary period which marked the beginning of the 
troubles with Cromvell's Coamissioners, Thos. Hatton was, like other 
adherents of the King, removed from office, that of Secretary be..ng 
A PEK Dost of especial power and dignity. lie was, however, reinstated 
arter a few months, only to ve again denosed in the fatal year of 
1654, wnen he refused to sit in the Puritan ‘sseubly neid at Preston 
on the Patuxent, because of his oath to his Lordship. At the Battle 
of the Severn, when Cavelier and Roundhead fought as-only those can 
who have a princinle at stake, Hon. Thomas Matton, éttorney-General 
Oi the Province Cf Maryiand, Secretary and Counciiior to his Lerdship, 
lost his life in the name of religion.
